Cueto 
enters not 
guilty plea

Amiel Cueto was speechless as he 
left the federal courthouse East St. 
Louis early Wednesday afternoon 
following his arraignment on 
conspiracy and obstruction of justice- 
charges. 

But the usually outspoken Belleville 
attorney’s uncharacteristic silence was 
apparently not-voluntary. 

“If I talk to you, I'll be locked up,” 
Cueto repeated over and over in 
response to questions from reporters 
gathered outside the courthouse. 

Cueto, 47, of Rain Tree Woods in 
Belleville, pleaded not guilty to one , 
count of conspiracy to defraud the 
U.S., five counts of obstruction of 
justice and one count of conspiracy to 
obstruct justice. 

Robert Romanik of Towne Hall 
Estates Drive in Belleville, also 47, an 
investigator for Cueto’s law firm and 
former director of public safety in 
Washington Park, pleaded ‘‘not guilty’ 
to one count of.conspiracy to defraud 
the U.S. and one count of obstruction of 
justice. 

The obstruction of justice charges 
have a penalty of up'to 10 years in 
prison, three years’ supervised release 
and a $250,000 fine. The other charges 
each have a potential penalty of up to 
five years in prison, three years

Search of home yields marijuana, weapon, vehicle titles

Execution of a search warrant at a Lin- 
coln Place home last week resulted in the 
filing of seven felony charges Monday 
against the home’s two residents. 

Travis Mayes, 25, of the 1800 block of 
Poplar Street, was charged with unlawful

Once inside, police found a bag contain- 
ing a total of ‘about 150 grams of marijua- 
na in individually. packaged bags: weigh- 


ing one ounce each, the report states. The 
marijuana was allegedly found in a mas- 
ter bedroom 


Police also reported finding 32 pills con- 
taining a controlled substance in a pre- 
scription bottle on top of a television. 

Also found in a drawer were five incom- 
plete titles to vehicles, the report states. 
Only one charge was filed in connection 
with the titles because police could only 
locate one of the vehicles — a 1988 Ford 
Mustang, Pomeroy said. He said police 
would continue to look for the remaining 
four vehicles. 


Police found two black powder pistols in 
the home, Pomeroy said. Because Mayes 
was convicted of a 1988 burglary charge, 
he was not eligible to possess the weapons 
legally, Pomeroy said.

Counties fight over transit 


Madison County leaders slammed the door on a request 
for more than $1.7 million for St. Clair County’s MetroLink 
extension, which one official called an attempt to ‘‘make a 
profit off Madison County.’’ 

‘The -refusal-means the Madison County Transit District 
might not expand bus service to a planned Emerson Park 
MetroLink terminal in East St. Louis. 

Madison County Board Chairman Rudy Papa and Granite 
City Mayor Ron Selph sent a strongly worded rejection 
letter dated Aug. 5 to St. Clair County Board Chairman John 
Baricevic. 

In the letter, the two stated that ‘‘Madison County-is in no 
position to partner with St. Clair County to construct or 
operate MetroLink service in St. Clair County.’’ 

The Emerson Park station would be several miles closer 
to Madison County than the current East St. Louis terminus 
at Fifth and Missouri streets. Buses going to Emerson Park 
would avoid. the worst of the St. Louis rush hour. 

The price that St. Clair County asked for the bus station - 
$1.7 million plus a percentage of operating deficit costs 
was too high for Madsion County officials. 

While negotiations with St. Clair County officials about 
the future of the project are possible, Madison County 
Transit Director Jerry Kane was not optimistic.

The Taxpayer Bill of Rights, passed by Congress and signed 
into law recently by President Clinton, is welcome and overdue. 

The law provides important new protections against 
overzealous Internal Revenue Service agents and increases by 
10 times — to $1 million — the maximum amount of damages a 
taxpayer can collect in a lawsuit-against the agency for reckless 


or negligent actions. ¢ 


It will now be easier for a taxpayer who wins a case against 
the IRS to recover attorneys’ fees. No longer will taxpayers 


have to prove that the IRS acted without “Substanti 


basis;’’ 


that burden is shifted to the agency. 


The law also: 


» Required the IRS to give 30 days’ notice before canceling 
installment payment plans for back taxes. 

~ Requires the IRS. to notify taxpayers annually of overdue 
taxes, rather‘than allow them to accumulate, and notify 
taxpayers within 60 days when a payment doesn’t match up with 


an account. ae 


~ Makes it easier for the IRS to remove liens from property 
and accept compromise settlement offers. 

~ Strengthens the authority of an independent taxpayers’ 
advocate at the IRS to require issueance of refund checks and 
meet deadlines for responding to taxpayers. 


Far too often, taxpayers have 


been victimized by bureaucratic 


foul-ups and IRS agents who sometimes seemed more intent on 
confusing and tricking taxpayers than in collecting legitimate 


tax bills. 


We believe the new law will help eradicate an ‘‘above-the-law”’ 
mentality that has been too comm6n among IRS personnel. in 


the past. 


We don’t envy IRS agents their jobs, and we know that the 


overwhelming majority of them 


are conscientious public 


servants. They should have no problem with what appear to be 
common-sense protections of taxpayers’ rights.

‘on recycling 


TO THE EDITOR: 

In response to Mr. Petrillo’s 
recent comments in your news 
paper criticizing Madison 
County for abiding by the state 
recycling mandate, I would 
like to point out inaccuracies 
in his statements. 

First of all, Madison County 
is just being responsible in 
doing its jo by complying 
with the state law. The state 
legislature responded to a 
state landfill crisis by passing 
the law. We are doing our part 
in_addressing the problem 

Petrillo stated that Madison 
County is one of only a handful 
of counties in the state abiding 
by the law. This is incorrect. 
In fact, Madison County was 
one of the last counties in the 
state, not in compliance with 
the law. 

The 1996 mandate applies to 
the 17 Illinois counties over the 
population Jof 100,000. These 
counties represent 80 percent 
of the state’s population. All 
but four counties exceeded the 
25 percent recycling mandate 
last year. Madison County was 
one of the four that did not. 

Earlier efforts to meet the 
state mandate were unsuccess- 
ful when only a handful of 
communities started recycling 
programs. The county adopted 
an ordinance in 1994 after con- 
ducting public hearings across 
the county that included input 
by city officials. Communities 
were given a two-year period 
to plan their recycling pro- 
grams. 

The program has been met 
with strong success across the 
county during its first month 
in_existence. Communities are 
experiencing overwhelming 
volumes of recycling. In Alton, 
for example, participation 
rates have exceeded 80 percent 
during the first month and vol- 








umes have overwhelmed their ~ 


hauling company. 

-Finally, let me say that the 
need to recycle is not just in 
response to a state law, it is to 
protect us as residents, our 
children and our natural 
resources. Trash, whether bur- 
ied or burned,’ pollutes the 
environment. The less we bi 
or burn, the less we pollute the 
environment. 

Landfills are overcrowded. 
Residents do not want new 
landfills sited in their back- 
yards. Residents across the 
county have very favorably 
responded to the new recycling 
program. The materials are 

ing used to make new prod- 
u¢ts instead of being buried in 
the ground. We are all doing 
our part in addressing the 
problem.

In 1993 the village annexed the Holiday Mobile Home Park, 
which contains approximately 225 mobile homes. In the past, 
village officials said that annexation alone boosted the village’s 
Population by about 500. 

Falter said each additional person the village finds will mean 
about $86 more per year for the village. 

The board also approved up to $2,000 to rent furnishings anda 
copier for the census workers and up to $1,000 for a special 
mailing to village residents.

The purpose of a closing argument in a trial is 
to allow the attorney to summarize his case and 
attempt to convince the jury to decide the case in 
a particular way. Several Illinois cases stand for 
the proposition that closing arguments are not to 
make reference to a defendant's possible criminal 
conduct in the future. To suggest future criminal 
conduct could be regarded as reversible error on 
appeal and result in the jury’s verdict being 
overturned. 


In one recent case, a defendant was convicted. 
of driving under the influence-of alcohol after a 
jury trial-“He was ptaced on probation for a period 
of one year. In his closing argument, the State’s 
Attorney made this statement, “This case is im- 
portant to the Defendant, and it's equally impor- 
tant to you and your families because it’s you-and 
| that drive the highways of Scott County day in 
and day out. You've got to ask yourself, do | want 
to meet (the Defendant) on the highway the way. 
he was driving some evening? Do you want your 
son or daughter to meet him on the highway?” 
The defendant’ maintained the State committed 
reversible.error by comments made in the closing 
argument. 


The defendant's attorney objected to the com- 
ments made by the State’s Attorney. He argued 
that the statement made reference to the defen- 
dant’s possible criminal’ conduct in the future, 
namely that of driving while under the influence. 


The Appellate Court noted that the State's At- 
torney evidently decided to “thr care to the 
wind” in-his rebuttal argument. The Court stated 
that it was tempted to find reversible error in this 
closing argument. The Appellate Court felt that 
the trial evidence did not justify an inference that 
the defendant -would-engage in criminal conduct 
in the future and that such speculation. was 
improper 


Should an Appellate Court reverse a jury's fin- 
dings when such prejudicial remarks are made? 
These decisions must be made on a case by case 
basis: In this matter, the Appellate Court felt that 
considering the closing argument as a_whole, the 
parts presented for review did not-so substantially 
undermine the fairness of the trial as to warrant a 
reversal. Therefore, the Court affirmed the.convic- 
tion of the defendant for driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol.
